THE OBJECT OF WHICH Is TO HOLD 
UP THEIR COTTON 


UMTIL THEY GAN GET A BETTER PRIGE. 


What the Association in South Carolina Pro- 
poses to Do—The Virginia Alliance En- 
dorses the Subtreasury Scheme, 


CoutumsBia, S. C., August 20,—[Special.J— 
An important scheme, the object of which is 
to save the present crop of cotton from being 
sacrificed, has been formulated in this city, 
and will at once be pushed throughout this 
and all the other cotton-growing states. Mr. 
E. M. Stober, a prominent farmer near Co- 
lumbia, is the author of the plan, which has 
already received the sanction of leading alli- 
ance Officers, and a special meeting of the 
Richland County Alliance has been called for 
Saturday to take the necessary steps to put 
the scheme into active operation. It is pro- 


posed that trust companies, with a capital of 4 


$20,000 or $30,000 be formed in each county in 
the entire cotton belt, and receive as subscrip- 
tions to the capital the one-third of the cotton 


crop made by each cotton raiser in the county. 


It is proposed to bind the trust companies 80 
firmly that the cotton placed in their trust can 


be considered the same as if not in existence, 


or destroyed, for the next twelve menths. At 


gthe expiration of the period the companies are 


to dissolve and return the cotton held in trust 
to the owners. By this means it is calculated 
to hold the cotton supply fur this year down to 
about six million five hundred thousand bales, 
and consequently bring the price 
up to about ten cents per pound, as 
formerly received with a similar supply of cot- 
ton in former years, It is calculated that, un- 
der the present price of cotton, a farmer whose 
crop is nine bales of 500 pounds each at 6 cents 
a pound, would receive only $270, whereas, if 
throughout the whole cotton belt about one- 
third of the cotton is withdrawn from the mar- 
ket for one year, his six bales at 10 cents would 
bring him $300, and leave him to start next 
year’s crop with three bales on hand. 

The first trust company will be organized in 
this county at once, and after the plan shall 
have been formally endorsed by the alliance— 
and that it will be is a foregone conclusion— 
the necessary steps will be taken to extend the 
organization throughout the whole cotton belt.

ALLIANCE COMMERCIAL CONVENTION. 


Organization of the Convention in Topeka 
Yesterday. 

ToprKa, Kan., August 20.—One hundred 
delegates, representing the people’s party, met 
this morning in the Trades Assembly hall and 
organized an alliance commercial convention. 
Temporary organization was effected by elect- 
ing Noah Allen, of Wichita, chairman, and 
Fred Bailey, of Wichita, secretary. The work 
outlined is a mammoth one, providing for the 
amalgamation of every business organization 
which has grown out of the farmers’ uprising 
in the state. 

Mr. Allen stated that the first commercial con- 
vention which had ever assembled in Kansas 
was not intended as a political organization. It 
was for the benefit of the democrats, repub- 
licans and people’s party men alike. Many 
alliance leaders recognize that there have been 
altogether too many business organizations 
passing under the alliance name. It is pro- 
posed to investigate thoroughly all of them, 
and decided which are worthy of support. To 
put it briefly, the object of the convention is 
to kill the middlemen. 

One of the delegates this morning stated that 
it was high time the farmers in the interior of 
Kansas, who had cattle to sell, were finding a 
way to dispose of them to another farmer in 
an adjoining county without makinga deal 
through Kansas City or some commission com- 
pany. The convention was called, and seems 
to be manipulated by the Mutual Protective 
Association. 


THE VIRGINIA ALLIANCE 


Adopt the Sub-Treasury Plank of the Ocala 
Platform. 

RIcHMOND, Va., August 20.—The alliance 
convention today endorsed in its entirety the 
plank of the Ocala platform which says: 

That the government shall establish subtreas- 
uries, or depositories, in the several states, ete. 

The convention adopted this amendment: 

And we further demand that our representatives 
in the United States congress be given to under- 
stand that unless they can agree to these demands 
they must give us something better or as good. 

The committee on legislative demands rec- 
ommend the reaffirmation of the Lynchburg 
demands; also recommend the appointment 
of a legislative committee of tive to consider 
and present to the legislature matters of legis- 
lative importance. The committee recom- 
mend the passage of a law to insure a full 
listing of bonds, notes, etc., by requiring 
them to bear the commissioner's stamp or 
uncollectable by process of law; 
the tenure of office act, limiting the terms 
of certain accounting and collecting officers, 
both state and county to consecutive terms; a 
law giving to pool trustees fair compensation; 
a law retaining for the use of the agricultural 
department money derived from the fertilizer 
tax. 

The committee also recommend for favor- 
able consideration, the resolution with refer- 
ence to the public department, affirming the 
conviction, that provisions of the Riddle- 
berger law should be carried out, 
and condemning the use of coupons in 
the payment of taxes; also the resolution 
asking fair treatment for those interested in 
the oyster industry against the encroachments 
of capital and monopoly. Also recommend, 
for favorable consideration, a resolution con- 
demning the fraud of 1873, by which silver 
was surreptitiously demonetized. 

The report was received and recommenda- 
tions agreed to, A resolution was adopted 
looking to the passage of a law to prohibit 
trusts throughout the country.

Because They Think That He Is the 
Friend of Corporations. 

RICHMOND, Va., August 20:—[{Special.]— 
One of the alliance press committee made the 
statement tonight to half a dozen reporters 
that the members of the convention are as 
much opposed to General Fitz Lee as they are 
favorably inclined toward Senator John W.

THE CAPTURE OF ALMY 


WHO MURDERED CHRISTIE WARDEN 
IN NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


THE FELLOW FOUND HIDDEN IN A BARN 


And After a Desperate Battle with a Mob, 
He Surnenders Upon the Promise 
of a Jury Trial. 


Hanover, N. H., August 20.—Frank Almy, 
the murderer of Christie Warden, has been 
taken alive after one of the most exciting days 
that can be conceived of. He is confined in an 
upper story of the Wheelock house. Half a 
dozen officers with drawn revolvers stand at 
the foot of the stairs holding back the excited 
crowd. 

Notwithstanding that little has been said 
publicly, a vigilant search has been constantly 
going on for Almy. Monday evening Mrs. 
Warden, while looking for some chickens in 
the barnyard, discovered a small opening iu 
the underpinning of the barn which she 
thought might lead to the chickens’ hiding 
place. She removed a small board and found 
on the inside an empty jelly tumbler, and 
further on twelve cans, which had recently 
contained salmon, oysters, peaches and other 
eatables. There were also empty wine and 
beer bottles. 

Wednesday morning, T. W. Davidson and N. 
A. Trout made further investigations under the 
barn, finding more bottles and a bludgeon about 
the shape, but somewhat larger, than a police- 
man’s club. The handle was nicely whittled 
and quite fresh. Knowing that the cellars of 
private families in the village had been 
robbed of such matefial, they visited these 
people and found beyond all question that 
the goods came from there, and further, that 
some had been taken as recently as August 
the 10th. 

Last night ProfessorG. H. Whitcher and 
Sheriff H. C. Brown watched the premises. 
At about 2 o’clock, while they were hiding in 
some corn in the garden, a man whom they 
first supposed to be Warden, came towards 
them to some apple trees within ten feet of 
where they stood. Professor Whitcher says: 

‘I thought it was Warden, but as he came 
near, Ithought I recognized Almy’s walk. 
He was barefooted, his pants were torn and he 
looked pale and thin. He had a bag with 
him and he filled it while he ate ravenously. 
After a little while he leisurely and unsus- 
pectingly walked back to the barn and passed 
around the eastern side. That was the last we 
saw of him.“ 

The watchers returned to the village, 
aroused about forty men, who proceeded to 
and surrounded the building. Sheriff Stevens 
and Solicitor Mitchell were on the ground 
and the search of the barn commenced, A 
council was held, resulting in the appoint 
ment of the following as a committee of pro- 
ceedure: Sheriffs Stevens, of Lancaster, and 
Clark, of Lebanon; General C. O. Hurlbut, of 
Lebanon, and ex-Sheriff N. C. Brigman. 

While many favored burning the barn to 
drive Almy out, a majority favored entering 
the barn, and volunteers for this purpose were 
called for. Twenty-two men immediately re- 
sponded. Asthe party went into the barn 
Almy’s voice was heard. He asked that John 

-Fuller be sent tohim as he wished to talk 


with him. Fuller and ex-Sheriff — 
some conversation 


with Almy, Sheriff Brigman returned, 
mounted a ladder leaning against the house, 
and said to the crowd: 

THE SHERIFF’S REPORT. 

“Fellow citizens: Almy has been found, and 
now I call upon you, in the name of the law 
and good order, to restrain your anger, and let 
the law take its course with this foul mur- 
derer. I say this at the request of county of- 
ticlals—men whom we chose by our votes to 
act for us. We all have confidence in them. 
We have as good courts as there are on the 


face of the earth.“ 
Then turning to the N solicitor, he 
said: “Solicitor Mitchell, I think I can assure 
ou that these 1,500 22 most of whom I 
now personally, will consent to let the law 
take its course.’ 

The remarks were greeted with cries of yes, 
yes; let the law take its course.“ 

Mr. Brigman further said: ‘‘Almy at this 
moment is concealed under three feet of hay. 
He says ‘if you don’t give me protection, I 
will sell my life dearly as possible, and then 
kill myself, but if you will guarantee me pro- 
tection through John M. Fuller, I will give up 
my arms and come out. 

WILL AWAIT THE LAW. 

The law-abiding spirit of the people was 
put to a severe test, but the feeling soon be- 
came strong that Almy shoad die decently after 
a verdict of guilty shall be brought in from a 
regularly constituted jury. Brigman, still 
perched on a ladder, said: 

“Your assurance that Almy shall be dealt 
with according to law is satisfactory. I 
promise that you shall have an opportunity to 
see him. Form in lines on each side of the road, 
and he shall pass along between the lines.“ 

Almy, however, refused to come out of the 
barn. He sent for Solicitor Mitchell, who 
went upin the barn on the hay where Almy 
was sitting. Mitchell reports as follows: 

I went up into the barn in accordance with 
the request of Almy. He sat on the hay and 
said his leg was broken. He had a large re- 
volver in each hand and flourished them, 
pointing them sometimes at me and some- 
times at his own head. He asked me if I 
would guarantee him a fair trial. I assured 
him that I would most certainly do so. He 
wanted to know how much of his past history 
I had found out. I told him we would not 
discuss that now. Pointing the revolvers at 
his own bead, he asked me if I thought he 
had better shoot himself. The result of the 
conference was that he refused to come out.“ 

A. A. Smith, a medical student, had a con- 
ference with Almy, and says that Almy told 
him he did not mean to kill Christie. He 
said he fired the first shot accidentally, which 
threw him into a frenzy, then he shot 

ain. If Mrs. Warden, he said, had invited 
him to the house he should have gone right 
along and there would have been no trouble. 
He then said to Smith, as he pointed his pistol 
at him; 
"You get right down now; I will see you 
later.“ 

By 1 o’clock the patience of the multitude 
became exhausted, and a number sought for a 
chance to shoot Almy without giving bim an 
opportunity to do further harm. It was de- 
88 to hold no more palavering with 

m. 

THE O¥FICERS CHARGE UPON HIM. 

Finally officers with Winchester rifles 
poured a steady fire into the hay, some shoot- 
ing through the weather boarding of the barn. 
Almy returned the fire until his revolvers 
were both emptied, when a rush was made and 
he was captured, as above stated. 

HOW ALMY SUREENDERED. 

Almy was not captured with a rush, as

THE CLOUDBURST FN AUSTRIA. 


The Number of Lives Lost Greater Than 
at First Reported. 

Vienna, August 20.—Further details from 
Lietzen, near the scene of the cloudburst, 
which Tuesday last partially “oy the 
village of Kollmann, show that the damage 
done and number of lives lost are greater than 
at first supposed. The cloud burst over the 
mountains, flooded the lowlands, converted the 
mountain streams into the torrents which 
swept through the mut of Kollmann, carry- 
ing away the people and cattle and destroying 
half the houses in the 8 Forty persons 
were said to have been drowned by this acci- 
dent which also destroyed the railroad for 
many miles.

A TRADE WITH FRANCE.

THE DRIPPING BLOOD. 


Horrible Scenes at an Execution in Liver- 
pool, England. 

LIVERPOOL, August 20.—John Conway, the 
steamship fireman, who was convicted of and 
sentenced to death for the murder of the boy 
Nicholas Martin, whose body was found on 
May 9th last floating in a sailor’s bag in 
Hardon dock, in this city, was hanged this 
morning. There was a sensational scene on 
the seaffold. As Berry, the hangman, was 


drawing the black cap over Conway's head | 


thé latter shouted: * 

„Hold on! I want to say something.” 

To this request Berry replied: ‘‘You can’t 
speak now,“ and was about to proceed with 
the execution, when the priest, who was in at- 
tendance upon the criminal on the scaffold, 
hastily interposed, pushed the hangman to one 
side and held Conway’s hand while the con- 
demned man, in broken tones, asked forgive- 
ness for his sins. 

Only when the unfortunate wretch had done 
speaking and when the priest had replied to 
his plea for forgiveness, did thé latter permit 
the hangman to proceed. 

This incident caused intense excitement 
among those present at the hanging, but it 
was as nothing compared to the horribie scene 
which was to follow. In due course of time 
the drop fell and Conway disappeared from 
view. Almost immediately afterwards the 
priest began to read the confession of the 
hanging man. 

In this confession Conway said that he was 
intoxicated when he murdered the boy, and 
that his reason for taking the boy’s life was 
that he had a morbid curiosity to observe the 
process of dying. Conway, in the same docu- 
ment, added that he did not outrage the boy, 
as was at first supposed. i 

While the priest was reading Conway's con- 
fession, a streaming sound was heard from the 
scaffold, as if a quantity of water was falling. 
A hurried investigation was made by the 
hangman and by the prison officials, and to 
their horror they found that the sound was 
caused by blood which was posing upon the 
prison floor from Conway’s neck. The fall, it 
appears, had been so severe that the criminal’s 
head had been practically torn from his vg 
in fact, the ee was only held to the body by 
the muscles of the neck.

A TALK ON THE TRAIN. 

Mr. J. Augustine Smith, a well-known 
newspaper man, was on the train, and he 
interviewed the express messenger at 
length. Bynes said: 

Just as we pulled out of Collier’s and were 
getting in full headway, the forward door was 
swung open, and as every railroad man will 
do when a car door is opened, I looked around 
tosee whocamein. I saw a fellow witha 
black mask on and in his shirt sleeves come 
in, and he said: ‘I want that 
money G—— d—— quick,’ covering me 
with a gun. [I thought it was 
one of the boys playing atrick on me, 80 I 
simply laughed and went on with my work. 
As I was making out bills on’ my lap, sitting 
just where I am now—he was sitting about 
twenty feet from the forward door, with a 
large chest and the safe in front of him—when 
just at that moment another masked fellow, 
and still a third, came in, all having guns with 
long barrels, that looked like 38-calibre, 
in their hands, When the second 
fellow came in he said I had better get that 
money d— quick, as they had to get it and get 
off. The first one told one of the others to go 
around to that door, as the left hand side door 
was open, and I suppose he thought I would 
jump out. I was thinking all the while how 
I could save the money and get away from 
them, while they had repeated thatif I did 
not open the safe and get the money for them 
they would kill me. I could see no 
way to escape, so I reached around and took 
the key out of my back hip pocket. All this 
while they had me covered with the guns—one 
on either side of me and one at the door. When 
I opened the safe both robbers near me went 
to it and began taking out its contents. 

„Was I scared ? 

es, I was, and I wasn’t. I was surely not 
so much so as the first fellow who came in, for 
his voice shook as he spoke to me, 
and as he pointed the gun at me, it 
trembled so badly that I don't think he would 
have hit me if he shot. But the others weren’t 
so shaky as he was. When they got the money 
they turned and left by the forward door, the 
same one they came in by, leaving the other 
fellow, who had kept me covered all the while 
—even as I moved about—to follow them. 
They went out and slammed the door behind 
them, and when the other fellow tried 
to go out he could not open the 
door, but he kept the gun on 
me all the time by putting it across his left 
arin. 

He was using his left hand with the door. 
When he found he could not open it he turned 
around and commanded me to open it for him, 
which I did. 

“How fast was the train going? Well, I 
didn’t take much notice, but it was slowing 
up then considerably, as this third robber had 
pulled the bell just before the others had 
started to go. He pulled it five times in his 
hurry. So you can see he did not know anything 
about railroading, for he should only pull it 
twice tostop. I waited where I was until I 
thought the end of the car had passed where 
they got off, for I thought he might wait there 
and shoot me if he saw me going back, and 
then I rushed back and met the conductor. 
He was the first one I met, and I told him 
about it.“ 

THE ROBBERS DESCRIBED. 

As far as I can remember, Mr. Bynes con- 
tinued, none of them had any beard. They 
may have had mustaches, for the mask came 
down so far on the face that they could hardly 
talk. The firstone came in I took more notice 
of than the rest. He had no coat on and had 
anapronon. It looked like a carpenter’s—it 
was blue striped, you know. But I don’t 
think he had any beard. They looked to be 
about as large as I am, about one hundred and 
fifty or one hundred and sixty pounds, and not

Mr. Lidderdale says it 
will be a long time before the lesson is for- 
gotten, but he is sure it will be forgotten. 

There isone point which Mr. Lidderdale 
makes that is worthy of special attention. 
He says he consents to talk for publication 
because he is aware of the strong efforts that 
have been made in America to precipitate a 
panic without any excuse. This has been 
the peculiar office of the money sharks of 
Wall street. They have done and are doing 
their best to produce a panic by concentrat- 
ing and holding the funds of the country. 
This is going on now, but before very long 
the people will have their innings. 


The Same Old Trick. 

As soon as the Farmers’ Alliance made 
itself a power in the land mysterious whis- 
pers and charges concerning its leaders and 
prominent members began to be heard. 

Generally these charges took the shape of 
vague heresay testimony, coming from no 
responsible source, and too thin and indefi- 
nite to be run down and promptly squelched. 

All great reform movements have been 
attacked in the same way. Their opponents 
have always attempted to weaken the influ- 
ence of the leaders by making all sorts of 
charges against them. The surest way to 
defeat a reform is to make its friends dis- 
trust each other. 

It is an old trick, and an easy one to work 
more or less successfully. A wink or a 
shake of the head when a man’s name is 
mentioned, an inquiry about his financial 
condition, a question about an alleged rumor, 
an intimation that much might be revealed 
if certain persons were willing to speak—all 
these are familiar dodges, and sometimes 
they accomplish their object. And yet it re- 
quires very little ability, and simply a lack 
of scruple to work them. When everything 
else fails, a pretense is made of sympathiz- 
ing with the objects of the reformers, and 
surprise is expressed that the merits of some 
of them have not been recognized, and the 
question is asked why they have been kept 
in the background. 

The alliance is going through all of these 
direct and indirect attacks, and its members 
seem to thoroughly understand the tactics 
employed against them. The enemies of 
this great reform organization will have to 
revise their plan of campaign. It is useless 
for them to continue making charges if they 
are not going to prove something. The old 
common law maxim that a man is presumed 
to be innocent until his guilt is proved holds 
good in these matters, and the alliancemen 
are not such greenhorns as to pull down 
every tried and truéted worker for their 
cause the moment the tongues of idle gossips 
begin to wag against them. There is a 
secret and selfish motive back of all these at- 
tacks, and the alliancemen know all about it.

Recently our weekly exchanges reported a num- 
ber of rainbows which were seen in different sec- 
tions of the state at night. In this connection 
Mr. C. J. Bellinghurst, of Douglasville, saysin an 
interesting letter: I have seen three. The first 
was about the year 1855. It was near the fulling 
of the moon andthe weather had been showery 
several evenings, and having heard my father 
speak of seeing a lunar rainbow many years be- 
fore, my brother and I were on the lookout for a 
similar scene, and were rewarded on the third 


4 night when the moon was full, by seeing a beauti- 


ful lunar rainbow. 

„The second was seen about ten years later, but 
was not as distinct as the first. 

The third was in November or December of 1884 
while I was in Florida, and was seen by my 
brother, sister and son, and we called the atten- 
tion of our neighbors, who had never seen nor 
heard of anything of the kind, to the rare and 
beautiful sight. It was the longest and most 
brilliant that any of us had ever seen, as the moon 
was full, and each end was seen resting on the 
horizon. 

“In about one year after that occurrence one day 
while at work in a lot about 11 o’clock a. m., in- 
stead of a rainbow, I saw a perfect rain circle, 
with the sun in the centre and clouds all around. 
The circle could not have been more perfect and 
brilliant, and it was the grandest sight I ever be- 
held. I wished that others might be there to 
enjoy it with me.” 

The letter of Rev. C. I. Walker, colored, of Au- 
gusta, which The London Daily Telegraph refused 
to print as an answer to the slanders of a sensa- 
tional lecturer in London, who grossly misrepre- 
sented the race problem in the southern states, is 
interesting reading. The lecturer referred to is 
Bishop Walter Hawkins, of Canada, and in his 
address he said that the negroes of America are 
much worse off since their emancipation than be- 
fore, and thateven in New York city a colored 
man was recently taken from acar and hanged to 
a tree for attempting to ride in a first-class car. 
Bishop Hawkins left his audience under the 
impression that the colored people of 
America are in a state of heathenism, 
without schools and churches, and that the 
whites of the south did not allow them to worship 
God peacefully. In his reply, which The London 
Telegraph retused to publish, Rev. Walker says: 

“As Jam an American negro, having been born 
and reared in the south, and honored of God in 
being an humble instrument in the conversion of 


hundreds of my people, and in an official way the 
representative of more than one and a half mill- 
ions of colored Americans, I feel it my duty to say 
through the public press of London that Bishop 
Hawkins’s statement is too sweeping. It is in- 
jurious to the white and colored people of the 
American continent alike. No race on the globe, 
under similar circumstances, has made tter 
progress than the negroes of the south. Emanci- 
pated penniless, without education and experi- 
ence, many of them have, in a quarter of a cen- 
tury, bought and built homes; thousands of them 
have educated their children,and erected houses of 
worship that would be acreditto any race of 
ople. 

“The colored people in the south are outstrip- 
ping their colored brethren in the north in the ac- 
cumulation of property and the acquisition of 
knowledge, intellectuai and industrial. Southern 
white people contribute towards the erection of 
colo churches, colleges and charitable institu- 
tions. We have professional men—such as law- 
yers, doctors, professors and ambassadors repre- 
senting our government. It is true that every 
southern state has a college for colored people, 
and some more than that. Atlanta, Ga., has five 
colored colleges. It is untrue that there is uni- 
versal hostility inthe south between the races. 
There is a conservative element of white ple 
in America, and in the southern states, who are 
as friendly to the negro as you will find any- 
where,”

How widely different the conception of that 
“rhyming, ranting bardie“ from the portrait 
of Milton in Paradise Lost.“ 

That council of pandemonium in whieh 
Mammon, Moloch, and Belial, and Satan 
himself, debate in parliamentary style 
the burning issues of war and peace, reads 
like a page of modern history in which the 
Castlereaghs, Metternichs and Talleyrands 
figure in high diplomatic discussion. 

Some critics are not far wrong who say that 
the devil is the hero of the great English 
epic. Compared with him, the lesser 
devils are dwarfed into pigmies. In iike 
manner Adam is reduced to the 
level of a country squire, and Eve, the 
mother of us all, is a commonplace personage, 
except when departing from Eden she breaks 
forth into that superb apostrophe to the lost 
Paradise with its nuptial bowers and its beau- 
tifully graded walks which remind us of some 
of the best work of a landscape gardener. 
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do not mean to concede that the scrip- 
tures do not teach clearly and impressively the 
fact that there is a being,if you please, an arch- 
angel ruined,”” who is the great adversary of 
Christ and his kingdom. Nor, as St. Peter 
says, are the enlightened ignorant of his 
wiles. How far he may be suffered to im- 
press and influence human destiny, is not fully 
revealed. But of this we are assured, that “‘if 
we resist him he will flee from us. 


The oldest man probably since Mathuselah 
was a Tyrolese peasant, who was born in the 
seventeenth century, and survived the storm- 
ing of the bastile and the downfall of the 
French monarchy, A visit which he made to 
Paris is described by Carlyle in his history of 
the French revolution. 

He was granted almost as striking an 
ovation as was Voltaire on his last visit to 
Paris. 

How 33 the experiences of a cen- 
tenarian. If compiled, what a volume, they 
would make! What a blending of smiles and 
tears! what a jumble of tragic and comic 
scenes! what a mixture of pathos and pleas- 
antry! 

But greater still the 
periences of a man who lived nine 
hundred and sixty and nine 
years. Is the scriptural chronology at fault? 
If we remember that the Hebrew writers had 
neither Arabic nor Roman numerals, we see 
how mistakes might have occurred. 

We may form some idea of the immense 
longevity of Mathuselah, if we compare his 
age with that of the British empire. The old 
Hebrew patriarch might have fought at 
Hastings in 1066, and lived on until tho last 
Plantagenet was entombed at Westminister. 
He would have beenin the prime of life 
during the Wars of the Roses, and might have 
witnessed the funeral obsequies of Elizabeth, 
the last of the Tudor line. He would have 
been but little past middle life when Marl

when Anne of Denmark, the last of the 
Stuarts, gave way to the house of Han- 
over—and thus on and on until now he would

The brain reels under the welght of such a 
computation, and we are disposed to thank the 
gracious One that now fixes four score years 
as the limit of man’s life-pilgrimage. 


Ex-Senator Strother, of Lincoln,is known to 
be a great admirer of the ladies, but it is not so 
generally known that he has a passion for 
mathematics, especially the calculus integral 
and differential. After talking with him 
quite awhile on that subject;Ijswitched him off 
on Longstreet’s story of the dark corner of 
Lincoln in the“ Georgia Scenes.” He says that 
this famous locality is in the southeastern 
corner of the county where it abuts on the 
Savannah river, and-only about thirty miles 
distant from Augusta. 

The hero of the tale was one Shade Weth- 
ers, a sort of happy-go-lucky wight, who was 
excessively fond of strong drink.

He was in this mood probably when he im 
provised the private theatricals in the 
skirt of woods through which Longstreet 
passed on his way to Lincolnton. From the 
amount of cussing and cavorting made by 
Wethers, Longstreet thought that he wasin a 
stone’s cast of a Donnybrook fair, and when 
the judge turned aside to read the riot act or 
command the peace, he was amazed to find 
but a single actor in the melee. 

Wethers, as the judge states, put on 
a hang-dog look when he demanded 
of him where his antagonist was. He 
naively replied that he was ‘‘jest’er seeing 
how he could have fout.“ It was for printing 
such humor and sketches as this that some of 
the strait-breasted Methodist clergy, like Uncle 
John Collinsworth, who voted against licens- 
ing George Pierce to preach, were inclined to 
call Judge Longstreet to account at the bar of 
the conference. Senator Strother protests 
that the militia muster, of which Oliver H. 
Prince contributed an account to the Georgia 
scenes did not occur in Lincoln, but in 
Wilkes. He is probably jealous of the honor of 
the county which he has so ably represented. 

Our Pat Calhoun is clearly a chip of the old 
block.“ We do not accept his subtreasury 
views, but, take his address to the legislature

Alliance Livingston and other alliance lead- 
ers. About this time Mr. Ellington was in- 
terviewed about the presidency, and his in- 
terview was considered decidedly non-com- 
mittal. It may not have been been so in- 
tended, but it was so considered. He was in 
close conference all the time with Mr. Wat- 
son, and Mr. Watson, though not a member 
of the alliance, was taking a lively interest 
in alliance affairs. And Mr. Watson had 
talked strongly against Colonel Livingston, 

The first day of the convention, 
the question was freely asked: Does Mr. 
Ellington intend to run for president of the 
alliance? Livingston's friends tried to find 
out but were not satisfied with the replies 
they received. Then came rumors of a con- 
ference in which Mr. Ellington was supposed 
to have been with other gentlemen nota- 
bly antagonistic to Colonel Livingston. 
These rumors, as was claimed of former 
coincidences, may have done Mr. Ellington 
an injustice; but they were generally talked 
about the hotels where alliancemen gath- 
ered. Mr. Ellington was generally 
considered to be a candidate for 
the presidency ; failing in that 
the vice presidency. 

The story of this contest is briefly told. 
It was evident from the voting on Wednes- 
day that everything and everybody was for 
Livingston. When the convention assem- 
bled yesterday, Mr. Ellington made a 
speech, which was principally an attempt 
to make it appear that THz CONSTITUTION 
was against him.

Was Done at the Morning 
Session. 

The convention met at 9 oclock, and was 
rapped to order by President Livingston.

Colonel L. L. Polk, president of the National 
Farmers’ Alliance, was called to the stage at 
the conclusion of President Livingston's 
remarks, and introduced to the convention. 
He was tremendously cheered. 

Ellington Talks. 
Senator C. H. Ellington rose to a question of 
personal privilege.

The election of officers was then gone into. 

Messrs. Davitt, Boyd and Deal were ap- 
pointed as tellers by the president. 

Mr. Warren introduced a resolution provid- 
ing in cases where only one nomination was 
made, for the vote of the convention to be 
cast by the secretary. It was adopted. 

President Livingstonfretired and Vice Presi- 
dent Everett took the chair. 

Colonel Livingston was then placed in nom- 
ination by Mr. Kimbrough, of Spalding. Mr. 
Kimbrough made an able speech, and brought 
down the house by his references to the ability 
and integrity of Colonel Livingston. 

The nomination was seconded by Messrs, H, 
R. Davies, Gilmore, Calvin, Wimberly, B. H. 
Brown, Branch Wilson, Dr. Stone, Vernon, 
Frizzell, Johnson, Holbrook, Barrett, Fulton, 
Hayes, Curran, Turner, Brown, and many 
others. 

A delegate arose, and in order to save time, 
made the proposition that all who wanted to 
second the nomination of Colonel Livingston 
to rise. 

Every manin the house arose. Then the 
secretary cast the vote of the convention for 
Colonel Livingston, and the announcement of 


his election was drowned in the thunderous 


applause that followed. 

Colonel Livingston was brought forward, 
and for a few moments stood before the wild 
audience unable to speak because of emotion. 

A delegate arose and said that he was one 
of the few delegates who had not made a 
speech seconding Colonel Livingston’s nomi- 
nation. The reason why he had not made 
one was because he thought best to wait, and 
if Colonel Livingston didn’t stand up to them, 
he would get a shotgun after him. 

On motion of Rev. H. R. Davies, the order 
of business was suspended, and a telegram 
sent to Mrs. Livingston, congratulating her 
upon the re-election of her husband as presi- 
dent of the state alliance and upon the great 
confidence which the whole ailiance people 
bad in him. 

Wilson Is Vice President. 

As predicted in yesterday’s CoNnsTITUTION, 
Mr. W. A. Wilson, of Sumter county, was 
elected vice president of the state alliance. 

Mr. W. R. Gorman, of Talbot; J. M. Tay- 


lor, of Meriwether; C. H. Ellington, of Me. 


Duffle; W. D. Jenkins, of Walker; W. L. 
Peek, ot Rockdale, and William A. Wilson, of 
Sumter, were placed in nomination for the 
vice presidency. 

Dr. Taylor, of Meriwether, requested that 
his name be withdrawn, which was done. 

The first ballot was then taken, but resulted 
in no election.

PRESIDENT POLK’S SPEECH. 


The National President Makes an Address 
Mayor Brown, of Athens, Also. 

At the afternoon session President Polk ad- 
dressed the alliance for three-quarters of an 
hour. The general line of his speech was 
much the same as in those he has recently de- 
livered in public at alliance rallies. There 
were some things, however, which will at- 
tract special attention, particularly what he 
said about corporations and what he said 
about the third party. There was also a state- 
ment about a corruption fund, the remarks on 
which were so specific as to attract attention. 

President Polk said that miltions had been 
raised to buy the alliance leaders. The fund 
was startedin one of the wealthiest social 
clubs in America, and he had the informa- 
tion direct from the wine table of that club. 

Concerning corporations, he said: 

Form no entangling alliances. How well 
you know that corporate poweris one of the 
greatest evils that threatens this country. You 
know as well as I know ithat the paid attor- 
neys of the banks and railroads and other cor- 
porations are always coming into your halls 
for legislation. In some instances they domi- 
nate legislation. 

“TI know railroad attorneys whom I respect. 
They are my personal friends and I am proud 
of their friendship, but so long as these cor- 
porations hold the great inaustrial enterprises 
of this country by the throat, and so long as 
my name remains on the alliance book, I will 
neither countenance nor vote for that class 
of men. [Applause.] Form no entangling 
alliances. 

„Corporate power has walked into your state 


legislature, and it has walkedinto your courts | 


of justice. It has gone into the press until it 
threatens the freedom of speech. Do you 
realize thatin this country the only organized 
power between the corporate power and the 
sacred rights of the private citizen is the 
Farmers’ Alliance and Industrial Union. 

See to it that ye do no wrong to these cor- 
porations. See to it that ye do justice to the 
people.” [Applause.] 

Then he touched upon the third party. 

Now, my friends, we are in a very delicate 
position. So far as their leaders and their press 
express it, these two parties are leagued to- 
gether against this movement. You saw it in 
THE CONSTITUTION this morning in a dispatch 
from the west. I have it in my pocket, but it 
is not necessary to read it. You know it, you 
feel it, you hearit. Here we are, southern 
men, with our brethren and friends of the 
democrats, trying our best to relieve this 
country of its burdens—trying to restore that 
equipoise between industries, without which 
our institutions cannot be preserved, without 
which no man will realize our 
rights toall and special privileges to none. 
All ve want is justice to be done by the peo- 

ple, and by the eternal God we intend to have 
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Transacted. 

The following resolution was adopted imme- 
diately after the convention met: 

Resolved, That the Georgia State Alliance has 
abiding confidence in our national officers, 
President Polk, Dr. Macune, J. H. Turner and 
others, and most sincerely thanks President Polk 
for his able, manly and timely speech on this oc- 
Gasion. 

To Purchase an Organ. 

Under the resolution adopted at the morning 
session, providing for the appointment of one 
from each congressional district to negotiate 
the alliance organ, to be owned and controlled 
by the state alliance, the following committee 
was announced] by President Livingston: 
Messrs. Gilmer, Bonney, Burkhalter, Dickson, 
Falton, Atkinson, Sewell, Broughton, Warren 
and Wilcox. 

Congratulating Mrs. Livingston. 

The following resolutions were then intro- 
duced and adopted: 

Resolved, That the unanimous election and 
enthusiasm shown to our tried champion and 
leader fills a near and dear place in our heart. 

Second, That we extend our congratulations to 
Mrs, Livingston, and that a copy of the resolu- 
tions be transmitted to the family and handed to 
the press for publication. Also, 

Resolved, That the alliancemen of Georgia 
through their delegates assembled desire to ex- 
press their high appreciation of the prompt, effi- 
cient and business-like method displayed by Hon. 
W. A. Broughton, of Morgan county, in bringing 
to light the defalcation of J. O. Wynn, state ex- 
change business agent. 

They're After Hall. 

The Georgia State Alliance convention has 
set the seal of condemnation on President Hall 
of the Missouri State Alliance. 

They don’t want any one but true blues in 
the order, and so got after Brother Hallin the 
following resolution: 

Whereas, One Mr. Hall, president of the Mis- 
souri State Alliance, has seen fitnot only to re- 
pudiate our platform and its just demands, but to 
unite with our enemies in seeking to bring dis- 
cord and dissension among our brethren ; 

Therefore, be it resolved, That this convention 
condemns and denounces said Hall as a traitor to 
this order, as a wolf in sheep’s clothing, and we 
trust our Missouri brethren will remove the Judas 
from the helm of the alliance of that state. 

The resolution was adopted with a whoop, 
and as far as the Georgia |jalliance is con- 
cerned Mr. Hall’s name is mud. 

To Raise a Campaign Fund. 

A resolution was passed providing for the 
appointment of a campaign committee to raise 
a campaign fund. 

Also, a resolution to encourage the organiza- 
tion of citizens’ alliances. Persons who are 
not eligible to membership in the Farmers’ 
Alliance, but who are in sympathy with its 
principles, can join the Citizens’ Alliance. 

By the adoption of a resolution, The Alliance 
Monthly, the paper of Mr. Burks and Mr. 
Burgess, was included in the list of papers 


that were censured or boycotted, as being an- 


tagonistic to the order. 

A resolution was adopted asking the legisla- 
ture to repeal the law giving $25,000 annually 
for a state military encampment. 
amble of the resolution recited that there was 
not enough money in the treasury to pay wid- 
ows’ pensions, and the resolution asked that 
the $25,000 appropriated for the encampment 
be apportioned to the widows’ pension fund. 

World’s Fair Committee. 

At the last session of the agricultural so- 
ciety a resolution was adopted asking the state 
alliance to appoint acommittee to act witha 
like committee from the agricultural society 
in regard to the world’s fair. 

President Livingston announced the follow- 
ing as such committée from the state alliance:

Their report says: ‘‘As the price of cotton 
now is less than the cost of production, we 
recommend that a convention of cotton grow- 
ers be held in Atlanta on the first Wednesday 
in October, looking to the reduction of the 
cotton acreage, invitations to be extended 
to all alliancemen, agricultural societies, 
unions and individuals to meet with 
us, and that the secretary of this

Their wantsin this direction were formu- 
lated into a resolution, which was adopted, as 
followe: 

Resolved, That that we ask the legislature to 
pass a bill making the railroad commission elec- 
tive, and to increase the number of said commis- 
sioners from three to five, three of the five com- 
missioners to belong to the agricultural class. 

No Australian Ballot Wanted. 

A resolution, recommending the adoption of 
the Australian ballot system, of something 
like it, was laid on the table. 

The executive committee reported that they 
had organized, and had elected Felix Corput 
chairman and Dr. J. W. Taylor secretary. 

The salaries of the officers of the state al- 
liance was fixed as follows: 

President, $1,000; secretary, $1,500; treas- 
uerer, $200; chairman executive committee, 
$400 ; state lecturer, $3 per day. 

A resolution was adopted providing for the 
depositing of $5,000 of the funds of the al- 
liance in bank, said bank to give bond for safe 
keeping of the money. : 

The treasurer’s bond was fixed at $10,000, 
secretary's at $5,000. 

These bonds must be executed in twenty 
days. 

The Ocala Platform Endorsed. 

A telegram was received during the morn- 
ing seasion from the Arkansas State Alliance, 
stating that the Ocala platform had been en- 
dorsed in their state convention by a vote of 69 
to 1. 

President Livingston said he wanted to 
know how the convention stood on the Ocala 
platform so that the Arkansas alliance might 
be telegraphed. When he asked all who were 
in favor of its demand to rise, everybody in 
the house arose, delegates and visitors. 

President Polk said that the man in Arkan- 
sas was the only allianceman in thirteen states 
who was not squarely on the Ocala platform. 

At6o’clock the convention took a recess 
until 8 o ‘clock.

The Delegates Chosen—Other Matters At- 
tended to at the Night Session. 

Immediately after calling the night session 
to order President Livingston announced the 
following as delegates to the national alliance 
convention to be held in Indianapolis, in No- 
vember next:

Second District—Dr. M. A. Baldwin.

The Decision in the Harmon Case Stands, 
He Says, Until the Supreme Court 
Passes on the Cases. 


Deputy Marshal Mitchell has something to 
say in reply to the dispatch which appeared in 
yesterday’s Coxsrrrurtox. 

Mt. Mitchell explains the points in the case, 
showing how and why the charges were made. 
He refers to the Harmon case, on the decision 
in which the charges are based. 

His card is as follows: 

Mr. Mitchell’s Card. 

EDITOR CONSTITUTION: I would not ask space 
in your columns again had not your Washington 
correspondent, under date of August 19th, done 
me the injustice to shape his statement of fact 8° 
as to convey an impression that in his investigs- 
tion he had discovered my complicity in an at- 
tempted grab.“ 

My card was explicit that I had performed 4 
part of the service and had made up the account 
in accordance with the fee bl and the decision 
of Justice Gray, of the supreme court, and sub- 
mitted to Colonel Buck fur his approval and then 
to the district attorney, that they were then sub- 
mitted by the district attorney to Judge Newman, 
and by him approved and ordered paid. 

One fact further I should have stated, and that 
is, the accounts show on their face calling espe- 
cial attention to the fact that the charges are 
basedijand founded on thejdecision of|Justice Gray, 
the highest judicial tribunal which had construed 
this provision of thefee bill, There was no pre- 
tence of separate and distinctive travel on each 
several process, but to the contrary, that the 
charge was for full travel “on two or more writs 
in the hands of the duputy marshals at the same 
time, and served at or near the same place on 
different persons,. inasmuch as the travel was 
actually necessary toeach writ,” specifically ruled 
by Justice Gray. 

This was thejsimple truth of the matter, and 
each account explained itself to any person famil- 
iar with the fee billand rules of the department 
requiring that the accounts be marked 80 as to 
call attention to the provigion of the law and de- 
cision under which the charges were made. I did 
and do now feel indignant that I should be placed 
in the position of presenting fraudulent accounts, 
when the accounts show on their face the service 
and character of service performed anda decis- 
ion of a judge of the supreme court,who stands as 
high morally and intellectually as any upon the 
supreme bench, as my authority for so doing. 

Your correspondent begs the question when he 
says the Harmon case is now before the supreme 
court for a final decision, for he knows until that 
decision is reversed by the supreme court the de- 
cision of Justice Gray is the highest authority on 
the subject. The papers on their face show by 
whom served, and they were served by six deputy 
marshals. It required the active service of that 
number to serve them in time for court. I served 
copies in forty-seven original writs in three days, 
but not a single duplicate copy, as the court issues 
no duplicates, nor didI,or any deputy, charge 
travel on any duplicate copies, as stated in today’s 
paper. Different process was served on the same 
persons in different cases, as separate and distinct 
lots of land were to be condemned. This comes 
within the letter of the decision. 

I shall follow the law and decisions of the court 
as in the past, and if the law is bad, let it be cor- 
rected. Iam not a judge, but a ministerial officer 
and clerk of the marshal’s office. I assumed the 


of the service and made up the accounts, not to 
shield Colonel Buck, who needs no defense at my 
hands, being able to take care of himself, 
but that the truth, as it is, may be known. 
The supreme court will, if the Harmon case 
has been appealed, decide the question as to 
who is right under the law as itis. Congress can 
say ard make it what it ought to be, and as no 
controversy between myself and any correspond- 
ent, and especially one so deeply prejudiced, can 
settle the question, we will leave it where it is—in 
the hands of the supreme court—and in the mean- 
time try and be as careful of our consciences as 
your correspondent.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 
NEW YORK, August 20.—The stock market today 
again gave evidence of a revival of confidence among 
all classes of operators, and the course of prices dur- 
ing the day was most discouraging to those who are 
looking for a material reaction in stocks. London was 
again a heavy seller, and bear manipulations were not 
wanting to make a serious depression, but the volume 
of buying for outside account was such that not only 
were the free offerings absorbed, but marked advances 
in many cases were seen. Another evidence of the 
* general increase in confidence in higher prices in the 
market was the easier tendency in time money, with a 
relaxation of the late severe serutiny of Collateral, 
while the long expected revival of interest and busi- 
ness in the bond market is one of the most influential 
factors in the situation. Grangers, as usual of late, 
absorbed most of the attention of operators. While 
St. Paul and Atchison were the most largely traded in, 
Burlington and Rock Island displayed the most pro- 
nounced strength. Outside of Union Pacific, Gould 
stocks were again given more attention, and Indus- 
trials again became prominent, both for aetivity and 
strength. Sugar, Cotton Oil and Cordage all scored 
handsome gains. Selling by foreigners, with lower 
prices from London, were instrumental in causing a 
lower opening this morning, and losses -from last 
night’s figures reacted as high as u per cent, but the 
demand from the outside gave a strong tone to deal- 
ings, and with Northern Pacific preferred in the lead 
marked improvements were made all along the line 
until after noon, when the continued sales for foreign 
account had the effect of inducing some liquidation of 


long accounts, and the list went back to, and in some 


cases below, the level of the opening prices. Sugar 
was specially strong on a repetition of the rumors in 
regard to the trust and Spreokles refineries, while new 
lte was given Cordage, and it spurted up 24 per cent 
to 94. In the railroad list, however, the best gains 
were made in Northern Paciiic preferred, Atchison, 
Burlington and Rock Island, the advances in these 
ares being over 1 per cent.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the 4 Movement in 
Grain and Previsions. 

CHICAGO. August 20.— Wheat and oats continued 
excited, with occasional spells of dullness, and closed 
with decided advances, but corn, after opening higher, 
grew dull and weak, This was due to fears of manip- 
ulation by a clique which is said to comprise a number 
of heavy local houses with eastern backing, who are 
supposed to be preparing to corner September. Wheat 
opened with December quoted at from $1.05@1.05%, 
against $1.04 at the close yesterday, and sold up to §1.06, 
followed by an almost as speedy decline to $1.05. It 
lingered in that neighborhood fora time and then took 
a dip downward to 51.04, rebounded to 51.03 4 and 
broke to $1.04. All of this occurred within the first 
two hours. Fluctuations later displayed the same 
nervousness among the traders. but prices moved upon 
a higher plane. About 12 o’clock prices shot upin five 
minutes from $1.05'4 to $1.07, dropped back ‘sc, then 
jumped again, touching 51.07 &, hesitated fora time, 
then bounced to 51.08%, but under heavy offerings near 
the close broke to and closed at 51.06 7%. Trading be- 
came very animated at the higher range of prices, and 
a repetition of the panicky state of affairs existing on 
last Saturday and Monday appeared imminent fora 
moment or two. The day’s news was strongly bullish. 
Clearings from the Atlantic seaboard were unprece- 
dentedly heavy, reaching 1,200,000 bushels if flour be 
included, and New Orleans cleared 140,000 bushels for 
Antwerp. But the great bulge of the day was due to a 
dispatch to the effect that the Russian government had 
issued an order prohibiting the export of wheat con- 
taining 8 pér centof rye, and another cablegram which 
reported the prohibition of exports of rye from Fin- 
land. Another item to the effect that the fortresses 
of Russia were being victualed immediately raised 
rumors of war, and sent prices to the top. 

The corn market was very nervous and erratic. 
Commission men with either buying or selling orders 
had a hard time if the orders were limited anywhere 
within ne of the market. The crowd were all buyers 
and all sellers at the same moment. Shorts were 
afraid to trade on account of the, supposed corner. 
The most of September is held hete by prominent 
houses presumably for eastern men, and the shorts 
fear that, to protect it, they will go on a bull campaign 
if the bears, in expectation of large receipts, begin to 
sell short ireely. September in different parts of the 
pit at the same time sold at the opening from 66c up 
to 690, but very few bought it at the higher prices, and 
its tumble was quick, 66)\sc being marked in the first 
half hour’s trading. It recovered again to 6750 very 
quickly, and later it reached 68c. It broke later 
to 6644c, but the market rallied some with the late 
strength in wheat and closed at 67e. 

Good buying of oats for export, both here and in 
New York, irightened the shorts who, in their efforts 
to cover, forced prices up 1624 

The provision market was rather active; and, not- 
withstanding the heavy receipts of hogs and lower 
prices for them, the products were inclined to firmness.

CHICAGO, August 20.—Trading in wheat has at- 
tracted a good deal of interest nearly all day. The 
market has been very active. Orders were quite nu- 
merous, but small. Fluctuations are so radical that 
speculators are trading ina more conservative way. 
There seems to be an unusual amount of discouraging 
crop conditions abroad. Considerable is told of Russia 
storing large quantities of grain near her fortifications, 
and the extraordinarily large clearances from New 
York, Philadelphia and Baltimore, amounting to about 
one and one-fourth million bushels of wheat and wheat 
flour. Returns from the threshing in France makes the 
crop even worse than previously reported. All this 
has caused about 3c advance from yesterday’s close. 
To offset this most of our very successful local specu- 
lators both here and in New York are quite bearish, 
and work on the short side on nearly all the bulges. 
There seems to be only one thing which we are posi- 
tive about, and that is we must inevitably have a very 
active market, 

Corn was very active, but under the pressure to sell 
by some ofthe larger holders the market declined, 
closing about le lower than yesterday's. There has 
been some pretty good buying in oats, and the shorts 
around Te for September are becoming a little anx- 
ious about their contracts. The market was unrsually 
active and strong, advancing more than 20 and closing 
with only about g of the above lost. 

Parties having been so successful in their invest- 
ments in corn seem to be considerably interested in 
oats. There wasa fair amount of trade in the hog 
product today, principaily of a changing nature. Some 
parties who have had spreads are changing back, sell- 
ing lard and ribs and aud bu ying pork.

Work That Was Done by Several of Them 
5 Yesterday Afternoon. 

The finance committee of the house met at 

4 o’clock . afternoon. 
oe following measures were reported favor- 
ably: 5 

A resolution for the relief of Mrs. Martha M. 
Humphries. 

A bill by Mr. Holtzclaw, of Houston, to 
provide for a compilation of a roster of Geor- 
gia troops in the confederate army, and to pro- 
vide a sum of money sufficient therefor. 

A bill by Mr. Fleming, of Richmond, to pro- 


‘vide for the paying of the direct tax money to 


those who paid it to the United States. 

A bill for the relief of W. H. Sewell, by 
Captain Seay, of Floyd, was next taken up. 
The bill provides for the relief of Mr. Sewell 
for damages sustained in erecting and complet- 
ing the buildings of the Georgia Institute for 
the Deaf and Dumb. 
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Mr. Fleming opposed the bill, as no contract 


had ever been made with outside parties to 
furnish material. It had been proposed to 
amend} so that the money would not go to 
Sewell, but to the parties who had furnished 
the materials and who had not been 
paid by Sewell. But, asthe state had made 
no contract with these outside parties Mr. 
Fleming opposed paying them $2,500, which 
the bill asked for. 

Captain Seay favored the paying of money 
to those who furnished the material, but not 
Sewell. He moved that the bill be so 
amended and the amount be reduced to $798. 

Mr. Wheeler, of Walker, opposed ‘*spend- 
* oy state’s money usélessly.’ 

he amendment was lost and the bill was 
reported adversely. 5 

A motion to reconsider the action of the 
committee in defeating the bill to appropriate 
$10,000 to the deaf and dumb asylum near 
Rome was lost. 

The bill to pay the Jenkins bonds and Mo- 
Donald bonds, amounting to $20,500, was 
recommended favorably and made the special 
order next Tuesday. 


Committee on Railroads. 

The house committee on railroads will rec- 
emmend a substitute for the bills by Mr. 
Bush and Mr. Johnson, relating to railroad 
accommodations. 

The substitute provides that all railroad 
companies must furnish equal accommoda- 
tions for whites and negroes. The conductor 


is required to point out to the passengers the 


car intended for them. A penalty of $500 is 
attached to any violations of the provisions of 
the act by the _ railroad companies, 
and it is made a misdemeanor 
for the passengers to endeavor to ride in any 
other car than the one provided for them. 

Street cars and sleeping cars are excepted 
from the act. 

The senate bill by Mr. Cabaniss, to author- 
ize street railroad companies to consolidate, 
unless such consolidation lessens competition, 
will receive a favorable report. 

The following bills relating to railroad 
charters will be reported with a recommenda- 
tion that they do pass: 

A bill by Mr. Hand to amend the charter of 
the Albany and Bainbridge Railroad Com- 


any. 
f A bill by Mr. Cutts to incorporate the Ameri- 
cus Transit Company—a street railroad. 

A bill by Senator Ellington to incorporate 
the Thomas and Lincolnton Railroad Com- 
pany. 

Committee on Corporations. 

The house committee on corporations was 
still occupied with the Macon waterworks 
question.

Mr. Huff stated that he was not satisfied 
with the measure in its present shape, and had 
some amendments and suggestions to offer.

Judge Marshall J. Clarke had a unique ex- 
perience yesterday morning.

A quartette of lawyers had aroused him 
from his slumbers: Their case was urgent, 
they declared, and the judge was importuned 
to give them an immediate hearing. This he 
courteously consented to do, and his parlor 
was for the nonce converted into cham- 
bers,“ and the hearing was conducted with as 
much dignity and solemnity as if it had took 
place in the courthouse. 

A NIGHT ATTACK. 

Late night before last Mr. J. D. Frazier, 
through his attorney, Mr. C. T. Ladson, insti- 
tuted proceedings against the Soutbern Lum- 
ber Company. 

It was after the’ clerk’s office in the court- 
house was closed, and one of the clerks wag 
hunted up and persuaded, to file the paper. 

It was a bill for injunction and receiver, and 
alleged insolvency: of the said company. In 
the petition it was set out why the prayer 
should be granted. After giving reasons 
why the company was insolvent and showing 
the urgent need of a receiver to take charge of 
the affairs of the company, the bill went on to 
specify the liabilities. The bill alleges that 
the respondent, last Tuesday, executed mort- 
gages to the following named parties, in addi- 
tion to the mortgage given the complainant:

FURTHER ALLEGATIONS MADE. 

It was also alleged that the company owes 
general unsecured creditors to an amount ag- 
gregating $123,295, besides interest. 

Mr. Frazier further charged in his bill that 
the company’s immense mills were shut down 
on account of a lack of money to operate them, 
and that it owed $10,000 to laborers, who 
threatened to take it out in liens. 

Further, the bill stated that the company 
owns about twenty-five thousand acres of land, 
scattered over five counties, and describes a 
large quantity of live stock and other valuable 
personal property, which is threatened with 
injury and loss if a receiver be not appointed. 

Leave was given all othercreditors, secured 
and unsecured, to become parties to the bill. 

THE WAY IT STARTED. ., 

Mr. Ladson first obtained a rule nisi calling 
on the respondent company to show cause why 
a receiver should not be appointed as asked 
for in the bill. 


Jackson, representing the Gate City bank, 
and several unsecured creditors, filed a peti- 
tion asking leave to be made parties to the 
original bill filed by Mr. Ladson, and early 
yesterday mording, while the cocks were 
crowing and all Atlanta wasasleep, Judge 
Clarke was waited upon by the lawyers and 
asked to appoint a recei vor. 
A RECEIVER NAMED. 

After patiently hearing all the facts in the 
case, Judge Olarke appointed Dr. D. L. Cheat- 
ham, the secretary and treasurer of the com- 
pany, temporary receiver. He was required 
to give a twenty thousand-dollar bond, which 
he promptly gave. 

he receiver immediately left the city for 
the mills in Johnson and Emanuel counties to 
take charge of the property. 

The appointment of Dr, Cheatham is satis- 
factory to all parties concerned, and he will 
doubtless be made permanent receiver. 

HARD TIMES THE CAUSE. 
The Southern Lumber Company owns and 
operates one of the largest sawmill properties 
in the south. 

The president is Mr. T. J. James, and Mr. 
F. M. Fremont is general secretary. 

Neither of the gentlemen wished to say any- 
thing for publication.
